CAVE-IN UPSETS 
SALMON'S LIFE CYCLE 


Strangely enough, railroad con­ 
struction way back in 1913 is one 
of the major causes of the present 
day serious depletion of the sock- 
eye salmon runs in the potentially 
rich Frazier 
River 
system 
in 
British Columbia, Canada. During 
that year the Canadian National 
Railway built its tracks parallel to 
the river and near its mouth. Sud­ 
denly there was a cave-in, and 
the entire river was dammed up. 
This occurred just as the annual 
salmon run was beginning to go up 
the river to spawn. 
Before engi­ 
neers could remove the dirt, most 
of the fish had perished. This the 
regular four year cycle in the life 
of the salmon was interrupted, so 
that now there are practically no 
salmon each fourth year.
